HAMPTONS SHUTDOWN 

The Hamptons Police Department is defending 
its decision to effectively shut down the 
Hamptons for over six hours last weekend, 
citing overcrowded beaches, traffic woes, and 
the inability to get a table at a decent restaurant 
as factors in the decision. “We didn’t make the 
call lightly,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “Our officers, observing that 
beach parking lots were filled to capacity, that 
even the backroads were jammed up, and that 
none of the restaurants had any tables left, 
determined that the Hamptons were essentially 
full. We felt that allowing more people and 
vehicles into the area would be dangerous 
and would diminish the experience for those 
already here.” On Saturday afternoon, after 
issuing a ruling stating that the Hamptons 
were Officially full, the police set up roadblocks 
on all eastbound roads leading into the area. 
From 4 p.m. until 10:30 p.m., police allowed 
cars to pass through the roadblocks only in 
proportion to the number of cars exiting going 
west. As a result, eastbound traffic was backed 
up for several miles, and motorists reported 
enduring waits as long as three hours before 
being allowed through. Spokesman Hirsch was 
quick to address the criticism his department is 
facing. “We were fully aware that this situation 
would be inconvenient for many people, 
including full-time residents of the Hamptons 
who happened to get caught on the outside 
when we set up the roadblocks. However,. 
people have got to realize that what we’ve got 
here is a finite space. It fills up.” The police will 
issue a full report on the matter next Thursday. 


MCGUMBUS IN THE SAND 

On Thursday, the police began receiving calls 
from Shelter Island beachgoers reporting 
unusual activities. The callers, which mainly 
consisted of women, contended that someone 
was peering at them from inside the beach. “We 
weren’t inclined to believe the callers at first,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“I mean, if somebody tells you that they’re 
seeing a pair of beady eyes staring up at them 
from under the sand, are you inclined to take 
their word for it? | don’t think so.” However, the 
police conducted a routine inspection of the 
beach in question, and discovered a network 
of fortified tunnels under the sand. Spokesman 
Hirsch described what police found. “They 
all connect back to Old Man McGumbus’s 
bunker”—the fortified steel bunker underneath 
the dunes on Shelter Island—‘“and it would 
seem that Old Man McGumbus has been very 
actively patrolling the beach in order to spy 
on unsuspecting sunbathers.” McGumbus, the 
105-year-old WW II veteran who has lived sealed 
inside his bunker for several years, could not 
be contacted. &&

Plans to Make It Safer Do Not Include More Streetlights

ne of the most prominent and beloved 

women in the Hamptons was Anna Pump, 
the founder of Loaves and Fishes who, last 
autumn, was hit by a car and killed while 
crossing Main Street in Bridgehampton near the 
Bridgehampton Post Office. 

The community deeply mourned her 
loss. Everyone had an Anna Pump story. Her 
shop near the corner of Sagg Main Street and 
Montauk Highway, became legendary for the 
quality of the goods, the freshness of the breads 
and the most beautiful desserts. Fishermen 
brought her their fresh fish at dawn. She made 
her own lobster salad. Loaves and Fishes was 
one of the first of these prepared food shops, 
and that it was there was one of the worst kept 
secrets in town. 

Her death was not the first pedestrian death. 
And is not likely to be the last. Just before 
Memorial Day, 52-year-old Michael McCrum was 
hit by a car while crossing Main Street in front 
of Starbucks and had to be airlifted to Stony 
Brook University Hospital. 

With Anna’s death, all manner of people who 


are concerned about Bridgehampton began 
talking about what to do about this dangerous 
situation on Main Street. It’s a state road, but the 
Town takes care of the marking of pedestrian 
crossings. Recently, several crossings along 
this four-block stretch have been equipped 
with in-street flashing lights to warn motorists 
to give way. And that has helped. 

However, little has been done about the 
lighting of the street, particularly at night. Tom 
Neeley, who is the Executive Director of the 
Transportation Commission for the Town of 
Southampton, has guided the hamlet through 
the flashing-light situation and is looking to 
work with the power company to see that no 
foliage is blocking the lights erected on the 
poles that line this road. He’s also talked to me 
about possibly seeing if newer bulbs that would 
give a better light could be used, although he 
is aware of the Night Sky issues that come with 
brighter lights. 

Whatseems to beentirely overlooked, however, 
is the fact that the Hamlet of Bridgehampton does 
not have the proper number of streetlights for 
a community of this size. The community grew. 
Other communities, such (Cont'd on next page) 
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as East Hampton, Amagansett, Southampton 
and Sag Harbor grew, and if you look at how the 
streetlights are spaced in those communities, 
you see them quite close to one another. 


Between these communities, which are between 


three and six miles apart from one another, the 
streetlights are spaced about 100 yards apart. 
In the other communities I mention here they 
are 50 yards apart, and whatever light bulbs 
they use in them, they provide double the 
lighting that 100-yard spacing provides. 

Bridgehampton just missed out on that. 
And the result is that when you drive along 
the four-block Main Street of commercial 
Bridgehampton, you sit forward in the 
driver’s seat and slow down because you just 
can’t see what you can see with the better 
50-yard spacing. 

I’m not sure whether the Town or some other 
governing body put in 50-yard spaced-apart 
streetlights in the other towns. But I do know 
what happened in Montauk. 

Around 1985, Montauk residents felt the Main 
Street there should have better illumination. 
Montauk is part of East Hampton Township, 
which has numerous hamlets within its 
borders, and it would have been unseemly back 
then for the Town to install more streetlights in 
only one hamlet. 

And so, at that time, a private corporation 


formed called the Downtown Association. The | 


three leaders of it were Brad and Claudia 
Dickinson, who had a souvenir and art shop 
on the east end of Main Street next to the 
Shagwong in those years, and John Keeshan, 


the prominent realtor of the town, with a shop 
down at the western end of Main Street. They 
got together and got a quote for the creation 
of 60 new antique reproduction lighting stands 
like you see in East Hampton and Southampton 
Village. The cost, John told me, was $2,000 for 
a stanchion with a single light and fixture on it, 
and $3,000 for a stanchion with two of them. 
The trio, and several others, then went knocking 
door-to-door at the shop of every merchant on 
Main Street asking for the appropriate donation 
for one streetlight. A small brass, plate would 
be on the stanchion, indicating who donated 
it. It wasn’t long before all 60 were purchased, 
as that was about the number of stores that 
were on Montauk Main Street at that time. The 
three then went to East Hampton Town Hall and 
met with Town Supervisor Tony Bullock, who 
said if they paid for the lights, he would have 


his highway department install them. And so 


he did. 

“The lights. came from a New Jersey 
manufacturing company that also made and sold 
cannons,” John Keeshan told me. “Our lights 
were similar to the lights that had been put up 


in Central Park, although some changes were 


made.” Today, in that company’s catalogue, 
they list the Montauk light as the “Blue Montauk 
Light.” You can buy the same kind that were put 
up in Montauk all those years ago. 

I’mnotrecommending that for Bridgehampton. 
Bridgehampton has its own history and will 
come up with its own lighting stanchions if and 
when the time comes. 

But I hope it comes soon. With or without 


the crosswalk blinking lights, Main Street 
Bridgehampton remains a tragedy waiting 
to happen until they make a switch from a 
between-the-towns light spacing to the full 
lighting—like that found in Montauk—along 
Main Street.

I might note that stanchions such as these 


_are easily adaptable for flag holsters to display 


flags along Main Street during Memorial Day, 
Flag Day and Veteran’s Day. 

There is also the famous story about 
Westhampton Beach, which was falling under 
the sway of the disco-motorcycle-wet-T- 
shirt crowd about 25 years ago. The village 
leaders there met to see what they could do 
to discourage this crowd, and came up with 
the idea of hanging huge baskets of beautiful 
flowers on every light stanchion up and down 
Main Street. And so, when the motorcycle gangs 
came through town that first Saturday morning 
of what might have been another raucous all- 
night weekend of drinking, they encountered a 
community festooned with flowers. 

“The hell with this,” the leader said, and they 
turned around and roared back the way they 
had come in. g& 
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The Intersex Sex 


Sometimes a Person Doesn’t Even Know What Sex They Are

here is now a new gender category. It 

is related to women in sports whose 
competitors accuse them of being men 
masquerading as women to win unfairly. 
These women, such as Indian track star Santhi 
Soundarajan, are tested. And the testing 
no longer includes just a visual inspection. 
It now includes physique measurements, 
muscle mass tests, CAT scans, XY chromosome 
checks, testosterone levels and hormone 
receptor levels. 

The trouble is that some of these athletes 
flunk some of these tests but pass others. 
For example, testosterone levels in men are 
on average 10 times that of women, so if a 
female athlete has a testosterone level like 
that of a man, international sports-competition 
committees rule them ineligible to compete 
with other women. But then it’s found that 
some women possess hormone receptors that 
fail to process the excess testosterone, so 


high testosterone levels have no effect on 
athletic prowess. 

When it gets complicated, experts can’t 
define them. So they have created a new sex 
category. It’s called intersex. So now there is 
male, female, transgender and those of the 
intersex persuasion. 

I recently read an article about these athletes 
in The New York Times. Back in 1936, nobody 
believed that a man would masquerade as a 
woman in a track and field event. When Helen 
Stephens was accused by competitors and 
journalists of being a man at the 1936 Olympics 
in Germany, they checked to see. What they 
saw was that she was a woman. But because of 
this, the Olympic Committee set up a system 
of sex confirmation for future athletes. Early 
on, some suspeci female athletes had to pass 
a visual inspection to proceed. At another 
point, every woman had to be inspected. If 
they passed, they were given a card confirming 
their womanhood. At still another point, it was 
decided that a test for high testosterone levels 


plus a visual inspection should be necessary. 

Then came the chromosome test. Ewa 
Klobukowska of Poland was banned for flunking 
that test in 1967 and her three world records 
were annulled. Others flunked parts of other 
tests and lost medals, were banned or stripped 
of world records. Humiliation and accusations 
followed. And then there were tests that were 
challenged and medals reinstated and apologies 
offered. A woman named Marie José Martinez- 
Patino had that happen to her in 1985. 

In 2014, an Indian runner named Dutee Chand 
appealed her Commonwealth Games ban in 
court. Her tests showed only one category 
where she was out of bounds, her male hormone 
levels, especially testosterone. Her case was 
argued and her lawyers were so persuasive 
arguing about all the different ways she might be 
a woman—including that until she was banned 
she was considered a woman, thought she was 
a woman,and so had done nothing wrong to 
deceive anyone—that the court simply threw 
out the entire testing (Contd on next page) 
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process that the International Association of 
Athletics Federations (IAAF) uses. It remains 
thrown out today for all athletes. Chand would 
be free to compete. And unless the IAAF can 
prove that the tests that Chand failed made a 
difference while other things, such as diet, level 
of coaching, family wealth and genetics and 
country of origin did not, they would remain 
with that decision. They gave the IAAF until 
2017 to prove that, as The New York Times 
reported, “a competitive advantage conferred 
by naturally high testosterone in women was 
comparable to men’s advantage.” It’s the first 
time in history that a court has struck down a 
complete policy of a sport’s governing body. 
Reading all this, | was struck by something. 
All these athletes were women. On average, 


women run slower than men. This whole article 
is based on this belief. That is why there has 
never been a woman masquerading as a man in 
track and field. 

It’s said we should celebrate our differences, 
and I am for that. But too often we fall off from 
celebrating these differences to accuse one 
or another of us of noticing these differences. 
These differences, if in need of celebration, 
should be noticed. Why do we now turn a blind 
eye to it all?

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Teddy Roosevelt Should Be Honored in Montauk for His Time Here

ew people know of the connection between 

Montauk and Teddy Roosevelt and the 
Roughriders. There are two reasons for this. 
One is that Montauk is a wonderland of surfing, 
fishing, swimming, golf, tennis and resort living, 
and so there are many things to do that distract 
visitors and otherwise keep them from learning 
the remarkable history of this place. The 
second reason is that the deep Teddy Roosevelt 
connection—and lots went on here all those 
years ago—is not widely promoted. There’s a 
condominium called Roughrider Landing. And, 
for a long time, there was a Theodore Roosevelt 
County Park. But now, because in 2012 the 
County Legislature erroneously concluded 
that Teddy Roosevelt never stayed there, that 
park has been renamed. This same park is 
now called “Montauk County Park.” There is 
no longer even a hint that there might be 
something remarkable about this part of the 
town’s history. 
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Teddy Roosevelt was one of the greatest 
Americans who ever lived. That he spent a 
tumultuous month in Montauk and was visited 
by the President of the United States, the Vice 
President of the United States, the Secretary of 
War and several Congressmen to discuss his 
future is hardly known. This needs to change. 

In 1898, when the Spanish-American War 
broke out, Teddy Roosevelt contacted some 
of his friends—nearly all either fellow Harvard 
alumni or graduates of other Ivy League Schools, 
members of elite private clubs or magnates 
from Wall Street—to create a cavalry unit of 
100 wealthy young men called the Roughriders. 
Roosevelt, then 29 years old, would lead them. 
The Roughriders, along with the 35,000 other 
soldiers comprising the entire U.S. Fifth Army, 
were transported from Tampa to the beaches 
of Cuba early in the summer that year. The 
battle swayed to and fro as the Americans tried 
to drive out the Spanish, who had ruled Cuba 
for 400 years. Then, in one: historic skirmish, 


Roosevelt and his Roughriders charged up San 
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Juan Hill on horseback, the Spanish fled and, 
soon thereafter, surrendered to the Americans 
in Santiago Harbor. 

The victory was the first foray abroad for the 
United States. It marked the United States as a 
force to be reckoned with in the world and it 
made Colonel Roosevelt, whose dashing victory 
was splashed as headlines everywhere in the 
country, a true American hero. 

The entire military campaign lasted 23 days. 
But now, with Roosevelt and his men and 
the U.S. Army living in tents up in the hills 
overlooking Santiago, everyone had to wait for 
a peace treaty to be signed so they could come 
home. Many were suffering from dysentery, 
malaria, typhoid and yellow fever and getting 
sicker and sicker. It took two weeks. From 
up in the mountains, Roosevelt wrote a letter 
to President McKinley that read, “The Army 
must be moved at once or perish. As the army 
can safely be moved now, the person 
responsible for preventing such a move will 
be responsible for the (Cont’d on next page) 
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unnecessary loss of many thousands 
of lives.” 

In early August, it was decided by 
President McKinley that the American 
soldiers could not go back to the 
towns and villages around the country 
to the celebrations and parades being 
prepared until they recovered from 
these tropical illnesses. If they did 
go home too soon, the country could 
suffer an epidemic. This was long 
before modern medicine.

Many of 
the men had to be carried down from the 
ships on stretchers. Also arriving were tents, 
guns, wagons and ammunition. The horses had 
to be taken off by cranes with slings slid under 
their bellies. 

Teddy Roosevelt leaned on 
the. failing In . one... of. ihe] at 
ships to arrive and _ spoke to. the 
reporters below. 

“’m in a disgracefully healthy condition! | 
feel ashamed of myself when I look at the poor 
fellows I brought with me.” He paused. “I’ve had 
a bully time and a bully fight! I feel as strong as 
a bull moose. ] wish you all could have been 
with us.” 

On the pier, Roosevelt talked further with 
reporters and waited as the rest of his men 
came down the gangplank, many assisted by 
others, then went with them on horseback or 
in ambulances to their assigned campsite in 
Montauk, a patch of about 10 acres of land at 
what we call Ditch Plains today. 

It should be mentioned that Teddy Roosevelt 
might have been the most famous warrior in 
the army but he was not its leader. The leader 
was General William Shafter, who made his 
headquarters not in a tent but in the house that 
later became the Deep Hollow Ranch. 

The encampment over the rolling, uninhabited 
hills of Montauk was. vast, taking up nearly 
28 square miles in all. It consisted of nearly 
15,000 small white tents covering from where 
the center of town is today to the Montauk 
Lighthouse. There were larger tents for mess, 
for meetings, for kitchens and support and also 
hospitals, a detention hospital of 250 beds, 
a general hospital of 500 beds. Also called in 
were nurses and volunteers from the American 
Red Cross. 

Teddy Roosevelt kept a diary of his one- 
month stay at Montauk. Many of the men had 
carried home small wild animals or birds they 
had trapped in the Cuban mountains. They 
were showcased in wooden cages with the men 
who had caught them, even taken along when 
the men lined up in great formation to take 
racing rides on horseback up and down the hills 
with their rifles near at hand. Photographer 
Frank Friedel took pictures of what life was like 
in Montauk at that time.

Speaking 
of investment potential, even if a prospective investor doesn’t want a pool 
or other potential amenities, are they aware of zoning potential that might 
make a big difference to the next buyer?”

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hat is a house?” 


f Larry Boschetto asks this question not to anyone in particular, 
just sort of puts it out to the universe. It Is, like every other aspect of the 
home in which the query is posed, perfectly suited to the surroundings. 
When Boschetto and Steven Kinder open the door to their Water Mill 
house, it’s an invitation into something like a koan come to life. 

The answer to the question comes seconds later, from the asker. “It’s 
a box with little rooms,” Boschetto offers. “And basically if you like the 
configuration and it has the right number of rooms for you and you don't 
like it, you paint it. There are things that need to be periodically changed, 
the kitchen and the bathrooms, but the rest of the house is just square 
rooms. So it really becomes what's around it, how does that afford you a 
lifestyle that you want to live outside and inside.” 

Stepping inside from the front entrance, the first thing you notice is 
nothing physical at all, but rather a serene energy. It comes in a soft ripple, 
but is inarguably real. 

Then you notice the art. 

Resting over a fireplace mantle and placed alongside the center 
staircase. Hanging over a couch and on a kitchen wall. It is ubiquitous, 
catching your eye at every turn. Such a wealth of paintings and other 
objects might conjure images of a museum, but that would imply 
something far too austere. Even a gallery isn’t apropos. No, this is a 
passionately curated private show, and there may be no home in the 
Hamptons filled with a more vibrant collection—to say nothing of its being, 


with a few exceptions, all by a local artist. 

Each piece is ideally suited to its location, though they don’t all have a 
permanent place. The selection evolves as the artist comes up with new 
works. “And | have well over 500 pieces, so we have a lot of inventory,” 
says Kinder...the artist himself. 

That may sound like a lifetime of work, but “I started really painting out 
here about five years ago. I've been creating for a long time, but | went 
back to painting. I'd be up in my studio,” he says, gesturing to the building 
outside the back windows of the house, “and do maybe a two-by-three, 
and then I'd go, No, let’s go bigger. And then we'd start dragging them 
into the house and hanging them here, what would it look like there. When 
you go in the basement, there are like 60 paintings piled up down there. 
So | think everything started landing, and then the furniture wrapped 
around it.” 

The paintings vary in size, of course, “but nothing goes beyond 
66 inches because of the doorways,” Kinder adds with a smile. “I can’t get 
them up and down the stairs. So we maxed out. We got stuck one time.” 

It's an amusing image, although a stroll through the home, the butler’s 
kitchen, the movie theater, the gym, suggests the doorways are the only 
limits to space. There is an openness and sense of separation to each 
room, yet it somehow exudes a sense of, well, cozy. It’s not about square 
footage of living space for Boschetto and Kinder, but about the life 
celebrated and lived within that space. 

The integral to

ongoing pursuit of a life well-lived, to the entire 
feel of the house, it should not come as a 
surprise that the overall aesthetic was arrived 
at almost in reverse. “We started more with 
the art, and then we filled in with our color 
and our palette based around the colors that 
were there,” Boschetto says, thinking back a 
decade to their arrival here from a property in 
East Hampton. “We were trying to create a 
home that feels very soothing. Around the time 
we started this, we both lived in Manhattan, we 
both had high-pressure jobs, so we wanted 
our getaway home to transport us to a calmer 
place, a more peaceful frame of mind, and a 
more centered sensibility. And that was about 
the colors you see. It’s soft, it's muted, it 
creates a nice calmness.” 

Kinder and Boschetto want that overall mood 
to extend beyond the walls, outside the box. 
That has long been the foundation of their 
vision for this home, one that has been artfully 
brought to life from what Boschetto describes 
as “just an open farmland, a clean canvas with 
not a single tree, not a blade of grass.” 

A snippet of Walt Whitman comes to mind: 
| met a seer, passing the hues and objects 
of the world, the fields of art and learning, 
pleasure, sense, to glean eidolons. Making perfect reality of a vision, as 
they have done here, is a poetic pursuit. 

Kinder recounts the careful blend of art and science he used to select 
trees—many brought in with cranes—that would be large enough to instantly 
create an environment but also of the right size that, within a few years, 
they would take and begin to grow and truly flourish on their own. They 
now dance throughout the yard with the ornamental plants and flowers, 
peonies and hydrangeas and roses that Kinder has learned to care for in 
such a way that they bloom all summer. Although they see it every day, 
the landscape still incites joy and even some wonder in the homeowners, 
along with a knowingness that only comes from hands in the soll. 

“It's funny,” Boschetto says, “I'll sit here and say to Steven, look at the 
trees, and he'll say no, these are not just trees, these are not trees that 
grow in the woods, these are trees that have been groomed, they’ve been 
fertilized, they've been seaweed wrapped, they’ve been going to graduate 
school, etc. All the trees and the vegetation around all these homes have 
been taken care of. They are privileged plants.” 

That brings laughs from both. Kinder still lovingly cares for and curates 
the outdoors, there’s reinvention and redesign to keep it dynamic and 
vibrant, but nothing new is added to the canvas. “Now we're at the point 
where we don’t create anymore, we just replace. If a sunflower dies, a 
sunflower goes in,” he says, glancing at a vase holding some of those very 
sunflowers on a nearby table. 

In every room, similar vases add bursts of color and life. “With all the 
different gardens and the different plantings, from just before Memorial 
Day until October, there’s something on the property that’s blooming 
that comes into the house,” Boschetto says. “So all of the flowers here, 
it's taking the coloration from the outside and bringing it inside and just 
making the whole thing flow.” 

“When you look at the property, a lot of it has to do with Steven's 
creativity, how he envisions,” he continues. “Look at real estate the way 
he looks at a canvas. You have a certain amount of square footage, and 
you need to figure out what you’re going to do with it, what colors are you 
going to use, how are they going to be aligned, what kind of a mood is it 
going to create, and how is it going to look—not just during the height of 
the season, but how does it look during the other times of the year. And 
it's that creativity that he brings that helps create our environment.” 

What he has created are not merely beautiful areas of a yard, but actual 
destinations. Just as there are rooms that work with singular purpose 
and as part of the whole inside, the outside environs are a showcase of 


individual purpose and harmony, shared and private, at once. The pool 
house—above which resides Kinder's studio (decidedly private)—the pool 
area, the arbor, the tennis court, and those gardens. “There are different 
places,” Boschetto says, starting to smile, “so, even if you like each other 
but you want the solitude of reading a book, you can go there and be away 
but still be in the environment.” 

Defining them all, boldly and subtly, is the landscape detail Kinder has 
rendered. “I will always believe that you can have the crappiest house— 
shingles falling off, whatever—and if you plant it beautifully, it becomes 
charming,” Kinder says. “You can have a great house, but if there are no 
bushes or anything, it looks barren. It’s amazing, the transformation that 
plantings do to a house.” 

“Especially in a resort town like this,” Boschetto adds. “A lot of people 
who come out here don’t really spend October through March here. They 
may come out occasionally, but they’re here during the spring, summer 
and early fall, and where do they spend most of their time? Outside! They 
want the house to have good bones and they want the house to have the 
space they need to live in, but they basically want to be out in the sun, so 
what they’re looking for, they call it curb appeal but it’s really life appeal.” 

As such, it reaches beyond any one home, any one homeowner. It’s 
part of the allure of so much Hamptons real estate. “One of the things 
that makes the Hamptons a very special and unique place,” Boschetto 
says, “whether it’s a small unassuming house or a big oversized glorious 
home, is there’s always a sense of care and a sense of pride—whether 
it's something as simple as a beautifully manicured lawn or something 
like a hedgerow that’s perfectly sculpted with the gates coming into it. 
So any street you drive down, it’s just beautiful. And most places don’t 
give you that kind of visual eye candy, where you appreciate everything 
you’re experiencing.” 

Drive down almost any road on the East End, gaze upon the landscapes. 
No doubt it’s a treat for the eyes. Among them all, the experience 
Boschetto and Kinder have created for themselves and the guests they 
love to welcome into their home awakens all the senses. 

“We call the house ‘the park,” Boschetto says, “because we try to 
create a park-like setting so that when we're here, we don't feel the need 
to go to any other resort town during the summer. Why would we? Why 
would we go to Capri, why would we go to Saint Tropez, why would we go 
to any of those places when we're in one of the best places in the world?” 

That’s a question he does not answer. It hangs there, the only 
noise a breeze through the trees, a bird...and maybe the sound of one 
hand clapping. gf 
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q any of our local Towns have enacted transient rental laws, which

1. RECORD KEEPING 


Innkeepers are required to keep a register that shows the “name, 
residence, date or arrival and departure of his guests” for a period of 
3 years pursuant to the General Business Law of the State of New York. 


No such rule exists for renting your home. 


TORING VALUABLES 
grain are liable for the theft of their guests’ valuables (i.e., 
“money, jewels, ornaments, bank notes, bonds, negotiable securities or 
precious stones”) but can reduce their exposure to a maximum exposure 
of $1,500.00 if innkeepers provide safe deposit boxes in a public and 
conspicuous place while positing a notice of such availability within the 
inn. This limited liability provided by the General Business Law of the State 


of New York does not exist for renting your home.

3. SAFETY CHAIN LATCHES 

lf an innkeeper maintains a duplicate or a master key for a unit, then each 
unit must be equipped with a safety chain latch. This safety requirement 
of the General Business Law of the State of New York does not exist for 
homeowners who offer weekend rentals. 


4. ADVERTISING ROOM RATES 


Homeowners can change their room rates on a whim. Innkeepers are 
locked into their rates because they are required to post both the minimum 
and maximum room rate for accommodations at the place maintained for 
the registration of guests, within each and every rental unit, and on all 
outside advertising that can be seen from a street, pursuant to the General 
Business Law of the State of New York. In fact, using the term “and up” 
following a room-rate is in express non-compliance with the statute for an 
innkeeper, but not for a homeowner. 


5. SANITATION; SEWAGE; VENTILATION 

The New York State Public Health Law requires every hotel to be well 
drained and ventilated with requirements for connections to cesspools 
or sewers (dependent on availability). In fact, the Commission of Health, 
or any person authorized by such Commission, may “enter any hotel 
or any part thereof at any reasonable time to inspect and examine the 
same.” Should the Commission find a violation, the innkeeper is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. No such rule exists for a homeowner.

6. CLEAN LINEN AND TOWELS 


Innkeepers are required to “furnish each guest with clean linen or cotton 
individual towels in each room occupied ... and with clean sheets and 
pillow slips” pursuant to the Public Health Law of the State of New York. 
In fact, the sheets have minimum length and width requirements. No such 
requirement exists for homeowners. 


The next 4 items refer to the New York Multiple Residence Law, 
which applies to all cities, towns, and villages within the State of 
New York, except for New York City. Subject to some exceptions, 
the following 4 provisions from the New York Multiple Residence 
Law apply to hotels of at least 3 stories in existence on July 1, 
1952 and all hotels, regardless of height, erected on or after 
July 1, 1952. 


7. STORAGE COMPARTMENTS 


Innkeepers are required to have at least one completely enclosed 
compartment “for the storage of mattresses, furniture, paints, floor 
wax, linens, brooms, mops and other such inflammable or combustible 
paraphernalia incidental to the occupancy and maintenance of the 
dwelling” pursuant to the New York Multiple Residence Law. To prevent 
fires, these materials may not be stored in any other part of the building 
and the compartment must be equipped with an automatic sprinkler or 
fire-detecting system unless it is located at least 30 feet from the building. 
No such requirement exists for a homeowner. 
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8. EXIT SIGNS 


Innkeepers are required to equip every exit with a sign that complies 
with specific size and illumination requirements pursuant to the New York 
Multiple Residence Law. Specifically, the sign must read EXIT “in red 
letters at least eight inches high on a white background, or vice versa, 
illuminated at all times during the day and night by a red light of at least 
25 watts or equivalent illumination.” Directional signs to the nearest exits 
must also be used for the areas of the inn where an exit is not visible. No 
such requirement exists for a homeowner. 


9. WATCHMAN 


Pursuant to the New York Multiple Residence Law, innkeepers of 
fireproof buildings that have 50 or more “sleeping” rooms with at least 
35% of such rooms occupied by guests are required to have at least 
one employee walk to every part of the building throughout the night from 
11 p.m. to 7 a.m. to detect fire and to ensure the overall safety of the 
occupants. This requirement also applies to innkeepers of non-fireproof 
buildings (which are generally older buildings) that have 30 or more 
“sleeping” rooms and a 35% occupancy. This “watchman” requirement 
does not apply to buildings that have a fire-detecting system or an 
approved automatic sprinkler system that gives warning to all occupants. 
No such requirement exists for a homeowner. 


10. FIRE ALARMS 


Innkeepers are required to install and maintain interior fire alarm systems 
in buildings with 30 or more “sleeping” rooms pursuant to the New York 
Multiple Residence Law. No such requirement exists for a homeowner.

There is the army, and that’s about it. 

Photos include scenes of Roosevelt and 
McKinley talking in folding chairs facing each 
other in front of Roosevelt’s tent. Kerosene 
lanterns hanging from poles appear at the 
back. McKinley was there not only to give out 
awards to his soldiers and to talk to General 
Shafter, but also to talk to Roosevelt about his 
future. Before riding off with the Roughriders, 
Roosevelt had served in government, briefly 
as Commissioner of the Police Department 
of the City of New York, as an Assemblyman 
from Manhattan’s silk stocking district and 
as the Assistant Secretary of the Navy. His 
future, McKinley believed, might be as the 
next governor of New York, and, maybe, as 
McKinley’s vice presidential candidate when 


he ran for re-election in 1900. Roosevelt 
said he would consider whatever he was asked. 

Roosevelt wrote it all up in his diary. He spent 
onenight at the Deep HollowRanchheadquarters, 
invited there by Shafter. He noted that this was 
the first time in 10 weeks he’d slept anywhere 
but on the ground. Two weeks later, his wife and 
daughter came to visit him in Montauk and got 
put up at the ranch headquarters. In the end, 
357 soldiers died of the tropical diseases at 
Montauk. 

On September 3, President McKinley spoke 
to about 5,000 soldiers in Montauk on a great 
field. He said “I bring you the gratitude of 
the new nation, to whose history you have 
added by your valor a new and glorious page.” 
Soon thereafter Roosevelt spoke to his men 
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and said, “you cannot imagine how proud I 
am of your friendship and regard.” His 
men presented him with a_ statue by 
Frederic Remington called “Bronco Buster” on 
that field. 

A few days later, the First Infantry Division 
of the U.S. Army left Montauk aboard a Long 
Island Rail Road train to disperse to their home 
towns around the country. Teddy and his 
Roughriders, a group officially known as Troop 
K, soon followed, as did the rest of the army. 

Roosevelt became Governor of New York, 
then Vice President with McKinley and then, 
after McKinley died from an assassin’s bullet, 
the President in his own right. He is known 
for setting aside much of the western part of © 
America to make it parkland, for implementing 
federal income taxes for the first time and for 
vigorously promoting America to become one 
of the great nations of the world. After his 
retirement, he became famous as a hunter and 
went off on numerous safaris to Africa in search 
of big game. 

Teddy Roosevelt is memorialized with a 
museum at his family’s home in Oyster Bay, Long 
Island. Roosevelt should be further recognized 
at Montauk. Indeed, local historian Jeff Heatley 
has proposed that places throughout the entire 
town honor him with statues and plaques and 
so forth. As for me, I think it should be all 
in one place. At the present time, there is a 
remote, little-used hundred-acre park on the 
shores of Fort Pond, just to the west of where 
the Iron Pier and the troopships came in. 
That park, which has its own pier, should be 
re-named Teddy Roosevelt Park. On it should ~ 
be re-created the landing site as it was in 1898, 
with the post office, the laundry, the mess 
hall, the press facilities, the warehouses, tents 
and the stores and other buildings that were 
present at the time of the landing. 

It should be an attraction for the park, 
and ae reproduction of the “Bronco 
Buster” statue could be displayed there. 
There could also be photographs showing 
Roosevelt and his men at Montauk in a 
building, along with photographs and 
artifacts of his later extraordinary career 
that in the end resulted in his visage 
being carved into the stone on Mt. 
Rushmore in South Dakota, alongside 
Washington, Lincoln and Jefferson. 


WHY MCKINLEY CHOSE MONTAUK 

About five years before the Spanish 
American War, the President of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, Austin Corbin, purchased the 
Long Island Rail Road in the hopes of 
building a freight terminal on Fort Pond 
Bay in Montauk for merchandise shipped 
across the Atlantic to the East Coast. He 
built the vast Pennsylvania Station in 
Manhattan, and he extended the tracks, 
which already had gone out to Southampton, 
all the way out to Fort Pond Bay at 
Montauk, even though almost nobody 
was there. 

The effort to create a port on the 
bay foundered however, and_ Corbin 
died, thrown from a carriage when a team 
of runaway horses bolted. The great number 
of tracks, including a curving track that 
went out onto the Iron Pier, 
remain today. :

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Changing regulations and economics made 
dairy farming a less profitable venture, and 
potatoes became the dominant crop for the 
Ludlows until 2000, “the last year the farm 
grew wholesale potatoes,” Harry continues. 
“That was when my brother and | separated 
our business relationship so we could pursue 
our personal passions with our families on the 
same property.” 

Art, whose interests were more animal-based 
than crop-based, and his wife, Stacy, started 
Mecox Bay Dairy with a passion for cheese- 
making that has turned it into an award-winning 
enterprise. “We had cows back when I was kid, 
up until I was about 8 years old,” he says. “I 
always liked cows, and when we decided to 
stop growing potatoes I] wasn’t ready to retire, 
so I thought it was a good time to experiment.” 

He began with three cheeses, in April 2003, 
and soon found critical acclaim. “In 2004 I 
entered the Mecox Sunrise, which is a washed 
rind thome, into an annual competition the 
American Cheese Society puts on, and it took 
second place in its category of open class raw 
milk cheeses. So I was quite pleased with that.” 

The dairy continues to make those original 
three cheeses and others today, but business 
is certainly not only cheese. “We’re producing 
milk from the cows that we have, and they’re 
grass-based, and we’re producing raw milk 
cheese, and we also have a raw milk permit, so 
I can sell it legally,” says Art, whose oldest son, 
Peter, is also in the business. “We also do beef 
and pork and turkeys at Thanksgiving time.” 

Harry and his side of the family went a 
different direction with Fairview Farm at 
Mecox and a farmstand that draws dedicated 
local chefs, neighbors, Up-Islanders and 
vacationers alike. “We started to produce 
virtually any kind of vegetable that can be 
grown on the East End. My wife, Barbara, 
is an artist and is trained in flowers, and 
makes the gorgeous flower arrangements for 
customers. We also do a corn maze in the 


fall, which is a wonderful way to bring in 


more customers from different parts of the 
island and the state.” In addition to the 


bounty of produce and flowers at their . 


farmstand—and Mecox Bay Dairy cheeses, 
of course—customers flock for the pies his 
daughter, Meredith, has made famous (and 
which guests will get to sample at Taste 
of Two. Forks!), honey from his beekeeper 
son, Nathan, and the ever-growing lineup 


of breads, including a challah perfected by 


Harry himself. 

“What I find is our customers are want the 
highest quality of whatever it is they’re looking 
for,” Harry says. “They’re very willing to pay a 
premium for extra effort, and we’re very willing 
to go the extra mile. It’s very difficult to both 
have the top quality product and the cheapest, 
so we can’t compete against wholesale mass- 
produced agriculture—so we don’t try. But 
what we push for is something that stands 
aside. We want somebody to say ‘Wow’ when 
they take a bite.” #&

What’s your painting methodology? 
| paint in oils, primarily on canvas and oil- 


primed linen, using a glazing method in which 


I build the painting in layers. | don’t use too 
many layers, but enough to get the effect I’m 
looking for. 

The idea for proportioning this piece came 
intuitively, and just developed as I went along. 
I think I wanted to convey a sense of what the 
East End offers in the form of food, wine and the 
beautiful water that surrounds both the North 
and South Forks. I think as a whole the elements 
in the painting conveyed that. 


What do you value the most about painting? 

The thing that intrigues me most about 
painting is the inspiration I get from light and 
the water, coupled with the creative process 
of bringing life to the canvas. As the painting 
develops, it takes on its own feeling through 
light and composition—it may be foreboding, 
or calm and serene, and this drives me and fuels 
my passion and love to paint. With painting, 
everyone develops their own style, unique to 
their own feelings and personality. Some people 
paint abstract or conceptual art, but you have 
to be true to yourself and paint in a way that 
moves you. Also, the subject matter and the 
feeling you would like to convey to the viewers 
is equally important— | paint in a realistic style, 
which I enjoy very much. This is who I am. I 
really don’t have a specific goal, but I’d like 
to perfect my skills and continue to look for 
new subjects for inspiration—water-related of 
course. | enjoy doing what I do every day, and I 
will continue as long as I can.

“Rapper’s Delight” lasts more than 14 minutes, 


which makes it a particularly great dance song. Did 


you originally plan for it to be that long? 

The whole reason for “Rapper’s Delight” was 
the beat. That’s what we used to spin at parties. 
The reason it’s so long is because we were all 
novices in the studio as far as_ recording 
was concerned. There were no booths at the 
time. We were lined up with three mics, and 
decided who was going first, second: and third, 
and then we started passing the mic back and 
forth. We weren’t told to stop, so we kept going, 
and that’s why there are so many raps on one 
song. And when: they recorded the music, 
they recorded the entire thing, because we kept 
going until the music stopped.

Long Island is a classic town for music. Billy 
Joel is from out there. Public Enemy is from 
out there.

20 million hits on 
YouTube, which has opened us up to an entirely 
different audience. 


Can you tell us about your latest music? 

We’re working on some new music as we speak.

David Shillingford, the club’s co-founder, says 
the event raises money “from donations by local 
families and businesses.

All of 
the funds raised go to the Ambulance Foundation 
to support the Shelter Island Ambulance Corps. In

equipment and ambulances to serve Shelter Island’s 
population of 2,400, which swells to 10,000 during the 
summer season. 

More than 300 spectators came out to last year’s 
match—the first time that a Shelter Island Ambulance 
was needed at the game. Luckily, the injured player 
turned out fine. On that day alone, more than $15,000 
was raised, bringing the Cricket Club’s 4-year total 
contribution to the Foundation close to $65,000. 

SICC was founded in 2012 by ‘Shillingford and 
Gareth Jones. As Shillingford tells it, “For years we 
would all stand around the barbecue each summer 
and bemoan the fact that we no longer played cricket 
and that we should get a game going on the island. 
We're not very good at it anymore, but we still 
wanted to play it.” 

They decided to make the game about more than 
just cricket. “When I chatted to a couple of people on 
the island about what we might raise money for, they 
immediately said to do it for the Ambulance Corps,” 
Shillingford says. 

The club consists of roughly 60 members, 
30 to 40 of whom play in the annual game. There’s 
only one member of the club who lives on Shelter 
Island and a handful of others who own property 
there. The rest of the players are renters and others 
with links to the Shelter Island community. Those 
with the closest ties to Shelter Island get to play for 


the “Shelter Island” side, while the remaining club 


members play for “The Rest of the World.” 

“The players come from all sorts of different 
professions and walks of life, all different ages and 
different countries. It’s a bit like New York itself, it’s 
a real melting pot,” says Chaloner Chute, the game’s 
umpire and co-owner of Chaloners of the Hamptons, 
a property maintenance service. 

The match has quickly become one of the best

family-friendly community events on the Island. 
Shillingford says, “There are six or seven tents set up 
around the outside [of the playing field] serving food 
and beer and other drinks. [There are] games set up 
for kids. Most people come and they stay for a while. 
It’s a nice way to spend a couple of hours on a sunny 
summer afternoon.” 

He continues, “Finding the Island Boatyard as 
a venue was a stroke of luck. They’ve been very 
generous with not only their real estate, but also 
their time. And SALT [Waterfront Bar and Grill] does 
a fantastic job with the food and drinks and it helps 
us raise money.” 

So bring your family (and your dog) out for one 
of the only cricket events in all of Suffolk County, 
enjoy the marina views, and grab delectable food and 
drinks while you’re there. 2.

Five Fabulous Homes for Outdoor Living

hat’s a house in the Hamptons if it can’t 

be shared with our closest family and 
friends? The market is flush with wonderful homes 
for entertaining visitors and overnight guests, but 
some stand out more than others. Here, we 
share some of our favorite properties that seem 
made for outdoor fun. 


Seven Ponds Town Road, Water Mill 
$5,650,000 

This impeccable Water Mill estate is built on nearly 
7 acres and has 5 bedrooms, 6.5 baths plus room for 
tennis. This home has three separate heated and 
air-conditioned structures: a 5,300+/- sq. ft. main 
house, a 240+/- sq. ft. pool house that is finished 
with a full bath and shower, and a 900+/- square foot 
recreational pavilion with full bath and shower, plus 
a three-car garage. This extremely private estate is 
reached by a long driveway and has 14,000+/- sq. ft. of 
grass around the property.
